Baron Stephen Burian von Rajecz 


"was minister of foreign affairs from 
Sept. 15, 1914, to December 23, 1916, 
'when he was 
succeeded by Count 
Czernin, -whoso place he now takes. 
Baron Burian has been Auetro-Hun- 
gartan finance minister since Count 
Czernin has been in the foreign office. 
Baron Burian took the place of Count 
Burchtold as foreign minister in 1914 
and ho was the author of the note to 
the United States in the case of the 
Italian steamship Ancona, sunk in 
the Mediterranean, with the loss of 
American lives, in the fall of 1915.

THIRTY-SEVEN LIVES 


LOST IN COLLISION

An Atlantic Port. April 17.—Thirty- 
seven lives were lost when the Amer- 
ican steamship O. P. Jennings and 
tt.e British steamer War Knight, both 
laden with naphtha and inflammable 
oils, collided off the

March 24, according to members of 
the crew of the O. B. Jennings', who 
arrived here today. 
All who perished 
except one were on the British vessel. 
They were burned to death by blazing 
oil and gas. 
Those who survived the flames on 
the War Knight were rescued in the 
nick of time by destroyers for soon 
after, while the blazing hull was be- 
ing towed in, it struck a mine 'and 
was blown up. The destroyer 'went to 
the rescue through a .field of blazing 
oil and took oft the crew of the Jen- 
nings. 
A number of the crew of the 
American ship, however, were badly 
bu'.ned and had to be removed to hos- 
pitals.

Amsterdam, April 17.—A gloomy 
vlev of the food situation in Ger- 
many was outlined by Dr. Von Brot- 
terlcji, the Bavarian minister of -the 
Interior, in a forecast which has ap- 
peared in the

newspapers.

"With the continuance of-the war 
the quality of the materials we re- 
ceive becomes even poorer, and the 
choice more limited. We are com- 
pelled to take what is offered to us or | 
go without. 
Complaints of detective | 


quality are simply ignored, and if we 
insist "upon receiving: a reg-ular supply 
we run the risk of being- entirely cut 
oft. 
The fat- quota allotted to us 
grows ever smaller, spices are now 
scarcely obtainable, and the substi- 
tute spices, have a bad flavor. The 
vegetable supply is now limited to 
kohlrabi and turnips." 
A pessimistic article on the potato 
situation by a member of the Prus- 
sian house" of deputies says that the 
acreage under potatoes has decreased 
by one-flfth compared wjth the peace 
time figure. 
"Xot only is the acreag-e 
less," he says, "but the demand Is 
greater, and a crop double that of 
peace 'time would jiot fully suffice."

Allege tliat Comivmy Deducted Funds 


From Stored i Checks Without 


Consulting ProduccrH. 


Suit has boon started against the 
Kee and Chapell Company in the 
municipal court by two milk produc- 
ers, Frank H. Maxwell and A. M. Hull 
of Milton, in an effort to force the 
company to pay the full contract price 
for the milk delivered 
during 
the 
month of March. Stanley D. Tallman 
has beffun tho,action for the individ- 
ual producers and tho decision will 
po a long- way in 
determining- 
the 
stand to be taken by the other pro- 
ducers. 
It is alleged that when the checks 
for the March milk were given to the 
producers by tho 
Kee 
and Chapell 
Company the sum of thirty five cents 
a hundred pound* of milk was deduc- 
ted without the consent of the pro- 
ducers. When asked for an explana- 
tion as to the reason for the deduc- 
tions 
Mr. Marsh, 
manager 
of the 
company, stated that due to the traf- 
fic conditions and the losses sustained 
by the company in Chicago they had 
decided to distribute the losses among 
the farmers 
as well as 
themselves. 
This action the producers claim was 
taken without consulting them and 
the suit which has been started 'has 
as its aim the collection of the full 
amount due them.
